1 • A hybridoma cell line designated YU1 was deposited on May 7, 1 998 with 
the International Patent Organism Depositary (IPOD), AIST Tsukuba Central 6, 1-1, Higashi 1- 
chome, Tsukuba-shi, Ibaraki-Ken 305-8566, Japan, and was assigned Accession Number PERM 
BP-6343. This deposit with IPOD is described in the above-identified application at page 42, 
lines 7-10. 



2. The IPOD is an official depository in accordance with the Budapest Treaty 
andaffordspermanenceofthedepositforatleast30yearsoratleast5years after the most recent 
storage request, whichever is longer. Applicants hereby affirm that should the microorganism(s) 
mutate, become non-viable or be inadvertently destroyed, Applicants will replace the 
microorganism(s) for at least 30 years from the date of the original deposit, or at least 5 years 
from the date of the most recent request for release of a sample or for the life of any patent ,ssued 
on the above identified application, whichever period is longer. 

3. With respect to availability of each culture(s), Applicants affirm that the 
deposit has been made under conditions of assurance of (a) ready accessibility thereto by the 



public if a patent is granted whereby all restrictions to the availability to the public of the culture 
so deposited will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of the patent, and (b) access to the 
culture will be available during pendency of the patent application to one determined by the 
Commissioner to be entitled thereto under 37 C.F.R. §1.14 and 35 U.S.C. §122 
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
